look this possibility if your med-' 
ical bills ran high in 1964. 


Many taxpayers overlook this 
opportunity for a deduction, 
fearing the rules are too com-i 
plex. You shouldn’t. The extra 
effort required to learn the rules 
and furnish the information can 
he rewarding.

We discussed the special rules 
applicable to medical expenses 
for those over 65. For all others, 
medical expenses arc not de­ 
deductible untfl after they have 
exceeded 3 per cent of adjusted 
gross income. For example, if 
adjusted gross income is $10,000 
the excess of medical expenses 
beyond $300 is deductible. 
In totaling your medical ex­ 
penses 
separate the cost 
of 
medicines and drugs from other 
items. Drugs may be included 
after their cost exceeds one per, 
cent of income. In the $10.0001 
example, all drug costs beyond 
$100 are deductible.

Your medical expenses may 
be considered only in the yaar.

Koullapis emptied six guns at 
three Gardena poker palaces, 
wounding 29 persons, and was 
then wrestled to the ground by 
two policemen he had charged 
with empty pistols. 


His captors said Koullapis. 70. 
a retired machinist, wouldn't 
explain why he had done it. La­ 
ter Tuesday detectives searched 
his rented room and said they 
found fragments of notes indi­ 
cating 
he 
wanted the 
poker 
houses closed, thought shooting 
into them would force them to 
shut down, feared that he him­ 
self was dying, and thought he 
and his victims would die to­ 
gether 


But the more they probed, the 
more police compounded a rid­ 
dle he was wrong, they said, on 
almost every count 
I 
His shots halted business in 
ithe legal poker parlors little 
i longer than it took uninjured 
j players to climb off the floor; 
i Koullapis 
apparently 
wasn't 
i suffering from anything worse 
than gout; and none of his vic­ 
tims died 


One of them. Arthur .Archi­ 
bald. 73. of Burbank, is in criti­

Koullapis 
was 
hospitalized 
w ith a broken or dislocated col­ 
lar bone suffered when two offi­ 
cers grabbed him They said he 
ran at them, clicking empty re­ 
volvers, after they trac^ his 
car to his nearby home. 


He was booked on suspicion of 
assault with intent to comma 
murder. 
Koullapis lived alone and his 
landlady termed him a "very 
nice. ver>' neat" roomer who 
had paid his rent on time and 
caus^ no trouble 
But to an employe of one of 
the poker clubs three days ago 
he spoke of his fears of death 
and plans not to die alone. He 
was 
frequently

clubs, but played rarely, 
he 
wasn't known as a heavy loser. 
The poker clubs operate legal­ 
ly in this Los Angeles suburb

Commissioner 
Refuses to 
Quit Her Post

AUGUSTA, Maine (AP* - 
For 18 years Miss Marion E 
Martin has been stirring things 
up as Maine's commissioner of 
labor. 
She will be 65 this week and 
eligible to retire on a state pen­ 
sion. 
But she isn’t going to quit 
now. not until retirement be­ 
comes mandatory in five more 
years. 
She said she has seen poeple 
geeing ready to retire, and 
“they just want to sit back and 
coast.” 
“I still want to upset things." 
she said. “I want to make im­ 
provements — I'd be no good to 
myself if I didn't.” 
She was the first woman ever 
appointed to a major position in 
the Maine state service. She had 
been vice chairman of the Re­ 
publican National Committee, a 
founder of the National Federa­ 
tion of Women s Republican 
Clubs, and prominent in inter-i 
national labor and safety organ­ 
izations. 
Miss Martin has upset a lot of 
things since she was appointed 
by Gov. Horace Hildreth in 1947. 
The department was reorgan­ 
ized and needed legislation was 
enacted, including a minimum 
wage law. 
The arbitration and concilia­ 
tion law has been revised and a 
mediation panel established.
